One would revive his formal pro­ 
posal for ratification of the treaty 
of Versailles so far as it would es­ 
tablish peace between the United 
States and Germany; the other was 
similar to the pending Lodge reso­ 
lution and would declare a state of 
peace with Germany by action of 
congress with approval of the pres­ 
ident 
Senator 
Hitchcock, 
Nebraska, 
administration leader, objected to 
consideration of both resolutions 
-and under the rules the entire m at­ 
ter went over until next week. 
Mr. Hitchcock's objections were 
made despite an agreement by Sen­ 
ator Underwood, 
democrat. 
Ala­ 
bama, prominent among democrat­ 
ic leaders in the treaty contest; 
Senator 
Brandegee, 
republican, 
Connecticut, leader in the faction 
seeking the treaty's defeat, and 
others to support the Knox resolu­ 
tion. 
Overtures for a compromise on 
th© treaty came from both republi­ 
can and democratic sides. During 
its debate Senator Lodge declared 
President Wilson must take 
the 
initiative towards reviving 


I November, to ratify the treaty unre- 
t servedly so far as peace terms are 
concerned, but without approval of 
the League of Nations. 
Republican leaders said tonight 
| that with the support of Senator 
I Underwood 
and other 
democrats 
for immediate measure to estab- 
I lish peace with Germany and sus- 
j pend action on the League of Na­ 
tions there, now appeared pros­ 
pects of a way out of the deadlock. 
Further discussion next week was 
regarded as possible. 
Adoption of 
either the Knox or Lodge resolu­ 
tions. they said, would leave the 
league reservations in their pres­ 
ent positions, establish peace with 
Germany and not interfere with op 
eration of the league, except that 
the question of American member 
ship would be determined later.

broch of the study of heredity and 
the natural inclinations of children 
as the ground work upon which in­ 
struction shall be given that will 
develop their ability to the utmost. 
ho adequate attention seems to be 
paid to the fact that in 
reality 
fhere is no more valuable and im­ 
portant lesson any boy or girl can 
learn than that of Thrift. 
~ An analysis of practically all the 
great fortunes of today shows that 
they are founded on Savings Ac­ 
counts. 
By economizing and plac­ 
ing their money regularly in 
a 
nank where it drew* interest 
and 
automatically increased—for there 
is no saying more true than that 
“dollars earn dollars”—the 
men 
tfhose wealth is now counted 
in 
iftillions were able to take advan­ 
tage of opportunities for business 
Or investment that led to fortune. 
And there are just as many op­ 
portunities today for those 
who 
have money as there ever were in 
the past. 
For the people of all ages, those 
of mature years as well as young 
people, a Savings Account is a pro­ 
tection against adversity, an as­ 
surance of comfort and independ­ 
ence. 
Now, it is before a young 
lpftn or woman has formed fixed 
habits that learning to save is 
easiest. The amount that is saved 
to,not so important as is the reg­ 
ularity, for if is the constant ad­ 
ditions, small though they may be.

heights and driving him out into 
the swampy plain of the Woevre: 
the Fifth and 
First Corps

reached the line of the Meuse river 
along their respective fronts and 
the latter corps held the heights 
dominating Sedan, the strategical 
Jtoal of the Meuse-Argonne opera- 
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tion. 41 kilometers from our point 
of departure on November I.

had cut the enemy’s main line of 
communications. Recognizing that 
nothing but a cessation of hostili­ 
ties could save his armies from 
complete disaster, he appealed for 
an immediate armistice November 
6. 
“Meanwhile general mans had 
been prepared for the further om- 
ployment of American forces in an 
advance between the Meuse and 
the Moselle, to be directed toward 
liOngwv by the First Army, while 
the Second Army was to assume 
the offensive toward the Briey iron 
Basin. 
Orders directing the pre­ 
paratory local op t -fctions Involved 
in this enterprise were issued on 
November 5. 
‘ Between the 7th sud I* ti, of X > 
vember the Third Corps continued 
its advance eastward to Remoi- 
ville, while the Seventeenth French 
Corps, on its right, with the Seven­ 
ty-ninth, Twenty-sixth and Eighty- 
first American Divisions, and two 
French divisions, drove the enemy 
from his 
final foothold 
on tim 
heights east of the Meuse. At 0 j* 
rn. on November 9 appropriate or­ 
ders were sent to the First and 
Second Armies in accordance with 
the following telegrams from Mar 
shal Foch to the commander o?

Under the headings of ordnance, 
aviation and tanks. Genera 
Per­ 
shing gives some first hand infor­ 
mation of the actual equipment of 
the army with those much d is c u s s 
ed implements and shows the ex 
tent to which America was com­ 
pelled to rely on the allies. 
He 
savs:

“Our entry into the war found 
us with few of the auxiliaries nec­ 
essary for its conduct in the mod 
em sense. 
The task of the Ord 
nance department in supplying ar 
tillery was especially difficult. In 
order to meet our requirements as 
rapidly aa possible, we accepted | 
the offer of the French government 
to supply us 
with tho 
artiller' 
equipment of 75’s. 115 mm. how it/, 
ers and 155 G. P. F. guns from their 
own factories for SO divisions. The 
wisdom of this course was nil } 
demonstrated by the fact that. a ’ 
though we soon began the manu 
facture of these classes of gams at 
home. there w-ere no guns of Amerf 
can manufacture of the calibres 
mentioned on our front at the dat** 
of the armistice. The only guns cd j 
these types 
produced 
at home 
which reached France before the 
cessation of hostilities were one 
hundred 75 mm guns. In addition, 
twenty-four 8-inch howitzers from 
the United States 
reached 
our 
front and were in nse when the 
armistice was signed. Eight 14-inch 
naval guns of American manufac 
lure 
were set 
up on 
railroad 
mounts, and most of these were 
«. uccessfully 
employed 
on t he 
Mouse-Argonne front under the ef I 
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ficient direction of Admiral Plun­ 
kett of the navy. 
“In aviation we were entirely de-. 
pendent upon our allies, and here 
again the French government came 
to our aid until our own program 
could be set under way. From time 
to time we obtained 
from 
the 
French such planes for training 
personnel as they coaid provide. 
Without going into a complete dis , 
cussion of aviation material, it will 
bo sufficient to state that it wa. 
with great difficulty that we ob 
tained equipment even for train­ 
ing. 
As for 
up to date 
combat { 
pdanes, the development at home * 
was slow, and we had to rely upon 
the French who provided us with j 
a total of 2,676 prsuit, observation 
and mobing machines. 
The first I 
American 
squadron 
complot h 
equipped by American production, 
including aeroplanes received from 
home arrived in May and altogeth j 
«r we received 1.379 planes of the I 
De Haxiland type. The fir>t Anteri . 
can squadron crossed the German j 
lines on August 17. 1918. As to our 
aviators, many of whom trained 
with our allies, it can be said that , 
they had no superiors in daring and 
in fighting ability. During the bat­ 
tles of St. Minhiel and Meuse-Ar-' 
gonne our aviators excelled all oth­ 
ers. 
They have left a record of 
courageous deeds that will ever re - 1 
main a brilliant page in the annals j 
of our army, 
* 


“In the matter of tanks, we were 
compelled to rely upon both tho 
French and the English. Here. how­ 
ever. we were less fort mn ie lo; 
the reason that oui allies bai el» 
had sufficient tanks to meet their 
own requirements. While our Tan"; 
Corps had limited opportunity, its 
fine personnel responded gallant­ 
ly on every possible occasion and 
showed courage of the highe t »: 
der. We had one battalion of b ean 
tanks engaged on the English front. 
On our own front we had onl> th 
light tanks, and the number avail­ 
able to participate in the last great 
assault of November I was reduced 
to 16 as a result of the previous 
hard 
fighting in the 
Meuse-Ar- 
gonne.” 
General Pershing doses ho- re 
port with the following “Apprecia 
Don*: 
“In this brief summary of tK«* 
achievements of the American Ex 
peditionary Forces it would be Im­ 
possible to cite in detail the splen 
did ability, loyalty and officieno.* 
that. characterized the service « ; 
both combatant and non-combatant 
individuals and organization-. Th- 
most striking quality of both offic 
ers and men was the resourceful 
energy and common sense employ- 
ed. under all 
circumstances

“The highest praise Is due the j 
commanders of armies, corps and* 


divisions, 
and 
their subordinate’ 
leaders, who labored lot all) and, 
ably toward the accomplishment 
of our task, suppressing pet mal 
opinions and ambitions in the pur 
suit of the common aim; a n 1 t i 
thier staffs, who developed, with 
battle experience,

teams without superiors in an 
army. 
“To my Chief of Stsff. M *.-oi G« n 
oral amos <».

. I. who was 
later placed In command of the 
Service of Supply, and Major Gen­ 
eral James W. Mr And re wa. I ani 
deeply indebted for high!) efficient 
service in a post of great teuton* 
sibility. 
“The important work of the sin rf j 
at general headquarter?- in organ! 
zation and 
administration 
was 
characterized by exceptional ahi I lig­ 
and a fine spirit of cooperation No 
chief ever had a more loyal and 
efficient body 
of assistants 
“The officers and m«*n of th* 
vice of Supply fully realized the Im 
portance of their duties, and the 
operations 
of that vast 
business 
system were conducted in a mer 
ner which won for them the prats * j 
of all. 
They deserve their full 
share in the victory 
“The American civilians in Et. 
rope, both in official and privet 
life, were decidedly patriotic ar..* j 
loyal, and invariably lent encour I 
hgement and helpfulness to th-* 


armies abroad. 
‘ The various societies, e*petdal­ 
ly their women, including those of 
the*theatrical profession, end our 
army nurses, played a most Im­ 
portant part 
iu brightening the 
lives of our troops and in giving 
aid and comfort to our sick and 
wounded 
‘ The navy in European waters, 
under romruand of Kdmlral Sims.

my. To our sister service we owe 
the safe arrival of our armies and

It is moat gratify­ 
ing to record that there has never 
been such perfect undemanding b* 
tween these two branches of the 
service.
